III. REMARKS 



1. Claims 1, 11, 18 and 23 are amended. Claims 24-30 are new. 
Claims 7-10, 17 and 20-22 were previously indicated as being 
allowable . 

Claims 1-6, 11-16, 18, 19 and 23 stand rejected. 

2. Rejection of claims 1-6, 11, 12, 14-16, 18, 19 and 23 under 
35 U.S.C. §102 (b) over Nielsen. 

Claims 1, 11, 18 and 23 are amended to indicate that the feedback 
takes place at a higher rate than the digital input signal. 
Support for this feature can be found in the specification/ at 
for example, page 5, lines 16-21 and page 6, lines 6-13. 

This is not disclosed or suggested by Nielsen. Thus, claims 1-6, 
11, 12, 14-16, 18, 19 and 23 should now be allowable. 

For all of the foregoing reasons, it is respectfully submitted 
that all of the claims now present in the application are clearly 
novel and patentable over the prior art of record, and are in 
proper form for allowance. Accordingly, favorable 

reconsideration and allowance is respectfully requested. Should 
any unresolved issues remain, the Examiner is invited to call 
Applicants' attorney at the telephone number indicated below.
